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NEWS OR NOT 


It Is the Stars 


“You might as well despair of trying 
to stamp out the Bruce Lowe and Vuillier 
systems or even that Fitzluck theory.” 
Frank Butzow writes from Chicago, “when 
you know some breeders still are trying 
to figure out the Shakespeare. or perhaps 
it should be called the Earl of Kent or 
the King Lear system. 


“That system was old in 1605 when the 
Bard of Avon is presumed to have written 
the tragedy of King Lear and his daugh- 
ters. It was old in 1139, approximately 
the year Geoffrey of Monmouth first heard 
about, or perhaps invented, the story of 
the legendary king. Maybe it was old in 
the days of Sennacherib and Assurbanipal. 
or even when Iknahton was a boy some 
3,300 years ago. At any rate, it’s not new, 
as any devotee of ‘The Sign’ can tell you. 


“In speaking of King Lear’s loyal 
daughter, Cordelia, and her traitorous 


sisters, Goneril and Regan, the Earl of 
Kent is made by Shakespeare to exclaim: 


It is the stars: 

The stars above us govern our conditions, 
Else self mate and mate could not 
Such different issues. 


one beget 


“The trouble is, most breeders don’t 
know how to read the stars aright to be 
able to avoid producing Gonerils and 
Regans and get a Cordelia every time. If 
they ever learn the trick it will be easy as 
falling off a log to breed stakes winners. 
Might even be easier than Fitzluck, which 
seems simple enough if you can figure 
percentages and know just what you want.” 


As a matter of fact. more than one horse- 
man of our acquaintance has been in- 
trigued by the possibilities of using astro- 
logy to determine the future of race horses. 
One of them, more than 20 years ago. was 
speculating that he might hire one of the 
accredited star-boys to advise him concern- 
ing the best days and hours to mate what 
stallions with what mares. He never got 
around to it. and this was perhaps for- 
tunate for the horses. since he might have 
had to go around waking them up at 2 
o'clock in the morning when the moon was 
in trine with Abracadabra and the Empire 
State Building. 


The trouble about hiring astrologers 
is that it’s harder to pick out the right one 
among them than it is to pick out the 
horse in the first place: there are no 
adequate past-performance charts. Some 
are bound to be better than others, just 
as Henry Gross is the champion among 
dowsing-rod operators and Jackie Robinson 
is a better second-baseman than Aunt 
Emma. 


Tue Bioop-Horse has a problem right 


now. A California astrologer wants to 
advertise for a sponsor “to purchase and 
claim stakes prospects.” the selection of 
which will be “based on auspicious plane- 
tary aspects at foaling date. to insure 
soundness and quick recovery from. ail- 
ments.” Under the Federal Pure Foolish- 
ness and Bugs Act of 1911. we are not 
permitted to accept this advertising until 
we have (1) learned from what university 
the advertiser got his Ph. D. in astrology 
and (2) made a dry run to determine 
whether the fellow is an accredited expert. 
that is. whether he has been right once. 

This is only a formality. of course, but 
it will take a little time. In the meanwhile 
we are considering the possibility of set- 
ting up a service for evaluating the talents 
of astrologers who want to make good in 
the horse business. The procedure will be 
quite sithple. The astrologer who wishes to 
qualify will send to us the horoscopes of 
25 foals born in the year in which the 
horoscopes are cast: we will keep the 
vaticinations under seal for a period of 4 
years. or possibly 10 years, and then 
compare them with the actual records of 
the horse whose fortunes were foretold. 

Under the tentative rules for scoring 
the results. a person who is right once 
will be accredited as an Expert Astrologer. 
If he is right twice he will have earned 
the title of Master of Equine Horoscopy; 
if 3 times. Exalted Imam of Extraterrestrial 
Yacketyyack. 

If horsemen are interested in developing 
this grading system. we will be glad to 
meet with representatives of the Sublunary 
Association of Historical Projectionists 
and a committee of the HBPA to work out 
the details. In the meantime—on an un- 
official basis. of course—we welcome 
predictions of the winners of the 1957 
Playfair Derby and other races. Any horo- 
scopes submitted will be published or kept 
top secret. according to the preference of 
the astrologer.

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Knowledge Is Always Dynamic 


OWARD the end of 1954 the bloodstock market 

in the United States began to pull apart. A small 

portion of it drifted off in the direction of the strato- 

sphere. A bigger portion detached itself from the 

underside and dropped to the unsympathetic ground, 
not without considerable bruising. 

The people who got hurt in this sudden assertion 
of the force of gravity are twice unfortunate: they 
suffered injury, and they are obliged to get along 
without sympathy. Since there is no support price 
for Thoroughbreds, there wasn’t even a feather bed 
for them to fall into. 

The co-operative Breeders’ Sales Company at 
Lexington this week announced a slight change in 
policy which, it hopes, will reduce the number of 
injuries, though it provides no healing for the in- 
jured. Directors of the company raised the minimum 
fee for selling a horse from $50 to $100. The action 
was based on the theory that a consignor may be less 
likely to catalogue a horse whose price is going to be 
so low that it fails to justify the expense of selling. 

This move may be effective in some degree, 
especially—as the directors seem to have reasoned 
—after the consignors have felt the pinch of a year’s 
experience with it. On the other hand, consignors of 
low-priced stock rarely are able to estimate the sales 
prices correctly. If they had been able to guess the 
prices with any degree of accuracy they would not 
have taken back home as many cheap horses as they 
did at the recent fall sales. 

The sales company, at the same time it an- 
nounced the doubling of the minimum fee for selling, 
stated that it would study ‘‘other means of limiting 
the sale of undesirable horses,” and indicated that 
one of the means to be considered was the exclusion 
of “foreign-bred, foreign-consigned yearings.” 

Perhaps none of the directors of the sales com- 
pany was there to hear him, but one of the wisest 
men on earth was in Lexington last week with a 
message for them and everybody else. Julian Huxley 
made 3 speeches at Transylvania College, and in the 
last of the series, discussing the fact that advances 
in scientific understanding of natural phenomena 
have created new attitudes and new ways of think- 
ing, he used, almost parenthetically, the expression, 
“Knowledge is always dynamic.” 

It would be difficult to put together 4 words 


of the English language to convey a more important 
meaning. (At the corner drugstore there are whole 
books with less content.) In the long run, only the 
extension of knowledge will be dynamic enough to 
effect any considerable improvement of the situation. 

Some of the necessary knowledge will accrue, 
more or less automatically, from individual experi- 
ence, but unless such experience is shared with many 
others, its dynamic effect ends with the individual, 
with the result that other individuals, in fruitless 
succession, must submit themselves to the same round 
of punishment in order to learn the same simple 
lesson—as if we were all such fools that we could 
learn in no other fashion. 

A small but highly important, part of the power 
which knowledge carries is in the hands of the sales 
company. It may be that in the long run the informa- 
tion carried in the catalogue will prove to be the 
most dynamic control of what goes into the catalogue. 
The best chance for a reasonably effective control of 
Thoroughbred breeding lies in accurate labeling of 
the products it has for sale. 

The problem calls for careful, long-range study. 
It cannot be resolved by a decision to add a few items 
of information to the rather good catalogues we al- 
ready have. An entirely new format may be needed 
to make catalogues as useful as they should be. A 
tabulated box score, for instance, with appended 
notes, could be used to indicate relative performance 
with much more clarity than is possible in the present 
format. 

One of the details to be studied is the advisability 
of selling foreign yearlings. Here again a more 
revealing catalogue would appear to provide the best 
answer. The asterisk denoting ‘imported to North 
America” too often is interpreted as a coronet denot- 
ing nobility. A box score detailing starts, wins, earn- 
ings, and average-earnings index would let us 
measure these fine imported pedigrees against the 
same scale as we use for the domestic product. 

Catalogues cannot be revised radically without 
a radical revision of facilities for collecting the 
necessary information. Hence any study of desired 
ends entails a study of means. But certainly Thor- 
oughbred racing and breeding have reached the 
point where they could take more recognition of 
the simple truth that knowledge is always dynamic.

Its second renewal on 
November 27 lured a smart field of 12. 
Eight of the starters had won stakes. and 


among them were 2 previous Frietchie 
winners. Sunshine Nell and _ Singing 
Beauty. 


Meyer J. Kaplan's good 6-year-old mare. 
Sunshine Nell. carrying top weight of 122 
pounds, went off as the 3-2 favorite. Rac- 
ing far below her best form she finished 
tenth, beaten about 11 lengths. 

Mrs. Louis Lazare’s Sotto Voce (Italian 
for restrained voice or undertone) won the 
1,;-mile Barbara Frietchie in 1:445. best 
time for the event. Racing just off the 
pace until beginning her drive in the 
stretch. the winner caught Canadiana and 
Mlle. Lorette near the sixteenth-pole and 
scored by a length under a vigorous ride 
from Walter Blum. 

A mile and a sixteenth had been beyond 
Canadiana’s tether this year. and jockey 
Oliver Cutshaw tried his best to reserve 
her good early speed. The E. P. Taylor 
filly clicked off quarters at :2345. :24, 
:2485. and then sputtered out the mile in 
72545. It was at this point that Sotto Voce 
and Mlle. Lorette passed the tiring leader. 
Considering her 118 pounds. it was a game 
try by the 4-year-old daughter of Chop

J. W. and T. H. Garth. her breeders. 
sold the filly at the 1952 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales to John H. Clark for $5.800.

Wetherby. passed a bill raising the State’s 
pari-mutuel tax to 4 per cent. For 2 of 
the State’s 3 tracks. Churchill Downs and 
Dade Park. the increase was small: their 
bettors had been paying a 3 per cent tax 
since 1948. For Keeneland Race Course 
it was a big jump. Keeneland bettors. 
exempted from the 1948 tax because the 
track was on a non-profit basis, had a 
take-out of 10 per cent plus breakage 
until the recent fall meeting. when it 
jumped to 14 per cent plus breakage. in- 
cluding the State’s cut. 


Last week Keeneland issued a_ state- 
ment on its first meeting under the 4 per 
cent tax: 

“The new mutuel tax law which went 
into effect July 1 seriously affected both 
attendance and wagering at the track’s 10- 
day meet held October 9-23. 

“The recent meet was the first fall 
session to show a decline in either at- 
tendance or wagering in the last 5 years. 
Attendance was off 14.3 per cent. wagering 
was down 11.7 per cent. 

“Keeneland stated before the new mutuel 
tax bill was passed that it would have an 
adverse effect on local racing. But to 
meet the challenge the track attempted to 
stimulate attendance and wagering by at- 
tracting the best race horses possible with 


track opened in 1936. . .” 


The implication that the drop in at- 
tendance, larger than the drop in betting, 
had been caused by the new tax was 
questioned by the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, Kentucky’s largest newspaper, 
which pointed out that per capita betting 
was up. The argument was not so easily 
concluded. If a man loses more money on 
his first visit he is less likely to come back. 

There was probably no single cause for 
Keeneland’s decline. Because Keeneland’s 
fall meeting covers less than 2 weeks, 
the weather does not “even out” as it 
tends to do for meetings of long duration. 
Some years it is good for the entire meet- 
ing, as it was in 1953; occasionally it is 
poor for most of the meeting, as it was in 
1954. 

The weather was excellent for the first 
9 days of the 1953 meeting. For the final 
day it was cool and cloudy, but no rain 
fell. This year the weather was pleasant 
on opening day, but got steadily worse. 
Temperatures were pleasant on the second 
and third days, but rain fell both days. 
Cooler weather set in on the fourth day 
and the temperature stayed below 60° 
until the eighth day, But the tax may have 
chilled as many as the weather. The follow- 
ing table compares the 2 years.

The modern history of Calumet 
Farm began in 1931, when the late 
Warren Wright decided to sell the 
trotters owned by his father, the 
late William Monroe Wright, and 
buy Thoroughbreds. William 
Wright had bought the nucleus of 
the present farm in 1923 from the 
late Sen. Joe W. Bailey, of Texas, 
under whose ownership it was 
called Saghonet Farm. He made _ several 
additions, including 225 acres from the 
late Charles Clay and 270 acres trom the 
late Walter S. Payne. No champions had 
been raised on this land until William 
Wright began to assemble his Standard-

breds. Calumet soon became one of the 
best—and largest—stables on the Grand 
Circuit. At the time of William Wright's 
death Calumet owned 550 Standardbreds. 

William Wright made Calumet Farm 
well known; his son made it famous. War- 
ren Wright was born in Springfield, Ohio. 


in 1875. In 1888 his father founded the. 


Calumet Baking Powder Company. which 
was to furnish the wealth for Calumet 
Farm. The son went with the company 2 
years later as an office boy. within a few 
years he was assistant to his father. and. 
as his father began to spend more time at 
the first Calumet Farm, near Chicago. he 
gradually took over the company’s opera- 
tion. In 1928 Warren Wright decided that 
the baking powder business had reached 
its peak. and he and his father sold to 
General Foods for $28.000.000. 


The desire to succeed was strong in the 
Wrights. Unlike his father. Warren Wright 
could not put up with unprofitable success. 
The trotters, successful but expensive, were 
sold. 

Wright made 2 important Thoroughbred 
broodmare buys in 1931. At the H. J. Fish- 
er dispersal he paid $6,100 for Nellie 
Morse, winner of the 1924 Preakness and 
other good stakes. By Luke McLuke, she 
was in foal to American Flag. He paid C. 
V. Whitney $500 for Potheen, a 3-year-old 
filly by Wildair. 

Nellie Morse’s 1932 foal was Nellie Flag, 
first stakes winner bred by Calumet Farm 
and the best 2-year-old filly of 1934, when 
she won the Matron, Selima, and Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes. Nellie Flag’s con- 
tribution to Calumet proved even more 
valuable in the stud. Her foals included 
Mar-Kell, an outstanding race mare and 
the dam of Mark-Ye-Well; Nellie L.. 
winner of the Kentucky Oaks and Acorn 
Stakes and the dam of Deluxe; Sunshine 
Nell, one of the leading older mares of the 
last 2 years; and 5 other winners. 


Potheen’s first stakes winner was Theen, 


WARREN WRIGHT 
Founder of the Calumet stud 


which won the 1937 Arlington Lassie 
Stakes. She produced Pot O Luck in 1942, 
and 3 years later she foaled Bewitch, the 
world’s leading money-winning mare. In 
1947, at the age of 19, she produced her 
fourth stakes winner, Lot O Luck. The 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion voted her the broodmare of the year 
in 1948 

At the 1932 Saratoga yearling sales. 
Wright's purchases included a filly by 
Pompey—Some More for $10,000 and a 
filly by Stimulus—*Affection for $2,000. 
The Pompey filly, Some Pomp, became a 
stakes winner and earned $16,840, a 
respectable sum for the early 1930's. Her 
first 2 foals were the stakes winners Proud 
One and Some Chance. The eighth and 
ninth foals were the stakes winners Beau 
Dandy and Duchess Peg, one of the better 
2-year-old fillies of 1949. 

Hug Again, the Stimulus filly, was lost 
in a claiming race at the 1935 Hialeah 
Park meeting. At Saratoga a few months 
later Wright chanced to get her back. She 
was entered to be claimed for $1,500, but 
Wright. not particularly impressed with

Bubbley. and All Blue: *Hydro- 
plane II, dam of Citation; and *Penicuik 
II. dam of Pensive. 

At the 1936 Saratoga yearling sales 
Wright paid $14.000 for Bull Lea. a colt 
by *Bull Dog—Rose Leaves. by Ballot. At 
2 Bull Lea won 2 races and finished second 
in the Hopeful and Champagne Stakes. 
He won 5 stakes at 3. including the Blue 
Grass Stakes and Pimlico Handicap. At 
4 he made only 2 starts, winning the 
Widener Handicap and finishing second 
in the McLennan Handicap. His race 
record: 27 starts. 10 wins. $94.825 earned. 

Although he never ranked at the top of 
his year. Bull Lea was the best horse which 
had been raced by Calumet Farm. His 
first book of mares was better than might 
have been expected for a stallion standing 
at a fee of $250. However, even with a 
good race record and a good book of

mares. there was no indication in 1940 
that Calumet Farm owned a_- stallion 
which would become the most successful 
sire in the memory of living men. 

Bull Lea’s success began with his first 
crop. which included Twilight Tear and 
Armed. They were soon followed by Fault- 
less. Citation. Coaltown, Bewitch. and 
other top performers. Earnings of Bull 
Lea’s get already have exceeded 10 million 
dollars. His life-time average earnings 
sire index through 1953 was 5.21. a 


phenomenal figure for a stallion which 
has been in stud for 14 years. 

By 1939 Wright had acquired most of 
the breeding stock which would be 
responsible for Calumet’s success during 
the next 115 decades. Looking ahead with 
confidence. he engaged an outstanding 
trainer. Ben Jones. who had been handling 
the horses of Herbert M. Woolf's Wool- 
ford Farm and had saddled the 1938 Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Lawrin. Wright also 
began to take a more active part in the 
management of the farm. The team later 
was enlarged to include Paul Ebelhardt as 
farm manager and Jimmy Jones. Ben's 
son, as assistant trainer. 

Nine times since 1940. and for each of 
the last 7 years. Calumet has led the list of 
leading money-winning breeders. Eight 
times the farm has led the list of leading 
owners. Calumet established new 
records in both departments: in 1952, 
Calumet-bred horses earned $2,060.590, 
and in 1947. Calumet-owned horses won 
$1.402.436. Through October 30. 1954. the 
stable had won 1.373 races. including 327 
stakes. and earned $11.074.111.33. 

In 1947 the farm had in competition 
more top performers than any American 
stable ever had assembled for one year. 
Its 10 stakes winners, which won 25 of the 
country’s best races. were Armed. Citation. 
Bewitch. Faultless. Fervent. Free America. 
Pot O Luck. Twosy. Pep Well. and Whirl- 
some. 

In 20 years. Calumet Farm has bred

Five times since 1941, one of the Calu- 
met horses has been named “horse of the 
year”: Whirlaway in 1941 and 1942; 
Twilight Tear. the first mare to be selected 
for the honor. in 1944; Armed in 1947; 
and Citation in 1948. 


Almost all the good performers raced 
by Calumet have been registered as 
Calumet-breds. but the farm always has 
added to its broodmare band by outside 
purchases. Although Calumet has raced 
more top-class mares in the last 10 years 
than any other American breeding farm, 
it frequently has bought good race mares 
from other stables. Among Calumet’s 
recent purchases was Iron Maiden. the 
dam of Trentonian, best 2-year-old in the 
stable this year. Calumet likes to get mares 
which have shown racing class. but Ebel- 
hardt says he gives well bred mares an 
opportunity even if they fail on the track. 

The farm rapidly is acquiring a genetics 
problem. There are 6 stallions at the farm. 
Bull Lea: his sens Citation. Coaltown. and 
Faultless: and Sun Again and Ponder. 
This year 23 of the 40 foals were by Bull 
Lea and his sons. Thirteen of the 58 mares 
at Calumet and most of the better fillies 
in the racing stable are by Bull Lea. 

Ebelhardt doesn’t worry about this con- 
centration, although he feels that it is 
possible to get “too much of a good

thing.” For at least several years more 
he expects that about 80 per cent of the 
Calumet foals will have Bull Lea as sire 
or grandsire. The farm does plan to breed 
more mares to Ponder. a son of Pensive. 
which offers a desirable outeross for most 
of Calumet’s mares. Among those who 
believe that Ponder has a promising future 
is Prince Aly Khan. who twice within the 
last year has tried to buy the horse. 

Well bred stock has been an important 
factor in Calumet’s success, but also 
important. both at the farm and at the 
race track. has been sound management. 
Warren Wright died in December. 1950, 
but his widow, now Mrs. Gene Markey, 
still has Ebelhardt and the Joneses direct- 
ing the operation. When Ebelhardt first 
went to Calumet Wright told him that he 
was being hired as “assistant manager.” 
Ebelhardt asked whom he was to assist. 
“Why. me. of course.” said Wright. Ebel- 
hardt is convinced that Wright's personal 
direction of the operation of the farm was 
responsible for much of its success. Pleased 
with Ebelhardt’s performance during his 
first 2 years. Wright gave him the title of 
manager in 1946. 

Born in Covington. Ky.. in 1906. Ebel- 
hardt began working at Latonia race track 
in the summer months “about 1920.” He did 
not make horses his full-time occupation 
until after he had graduated from the 
University of Cincinnati in 1929. During 
his summer vacations Ebelhardt had gone 
to Lexington to work for the late J. O. 
Keene at his Keeneland Stud. and Keene 
gave him his first job when he decided to 
become a horse trainer instead of an 
engineer. 

From 1929 through 1940, Ebelhardt 
raced horses throughout North America— 
Cuba, New England. Texas, Kentucky, and 
Illinois. He worked for Keene until 1935, 
and also had horses of his own. His later 
clients included William Lynch, the 
Chappel Brothers, and Jack Howard. 
Howard started him in farm management, 
and Ebelhardt managed Howard’s Rook- 
wood Farm for 4 years before going to 
Calumet. 


BROODMARES. A broodmare must be 
carefully handled, Ethelhardt said, if the 
best possible results are to be obtained. 
Calumet attempts to send any mares which 
are to be retired to stud back to the farm 
at least 7 or 8 months before the breeding 
season. 

“If they have time to get used to the 
farm routine, I think that you have a better 
chance of getting a good first foal.’ Ebel- 
hardt said. “Some of our best horses— 
Ponder. Hill Gail. Duke’s Lea—have been 
first foals. Also we try to breed the young 
mares as late as possible—when the days 
begin to get warmer. Two reasons for that: 
the mare is more relaxed, and the foal 
arrives when it’s warm the next spring. 

“T prefer March and April foals. They 
catch up with the early foals and I think

it’s better for both the mare and foal to be 
outside as much as possible. You can’t turn 
them out enough in January and Febru- 
ary.” 

After weaning, the mares in foal are 
separated from those which are barren, 
Ebelhardt feels that there isn’t much 
danger in mixing them. but “there’s no 
point in asking for trouble.” The in-foal 
mares usually are kept in the barn at 
night after November 1. The barren mares 
stay in the fields about a month longer. 
but are brought inside daily for a feeding 
of grain and hay. They also have access 
to hay racks in the open sheds which dot 
Calumet pastures. 


WEANLINGS AND YEARLINGS. Calu- 
met foals usually are weaned in 2 groups 
of about 20 each, the early foals in Septem- 
ber. the later ones in October. Colts and 
fillies are separated at weaning time, “be- 
cause you have to do it sometime. and if 
you put it off you just create a problem 
later.” 

Immediately after weaning the foals are 
kept in the barns at night for several days 
“to allow them to settle down.” During 
most of the fall and early winter they 
stay in the fields except for feeding. When 
the weather becomes severe they are kept 
in at night, but when the weather improves 
they return to the fields, usually spending 
20 of each 24 hours outside. 

Yearling breaking at Calumet begins in 
July. After the routine begins, yearlings 
stay in the fields from 3 p. m. until early 
morning. 

Calumet has special training barns in 
which yearlings are quartered. “The year- 
lings should get the feeling that they are 
beginning a new career.” Ebelhardt said, 


“and you can’t do that if you quarter them 
in the same barn they have been used to.” 
Thoroughness is the word Ebelhardt

The notes of Ebelhardt and Moore 


supply the trainers with a detailed case 
history of each yearling from foaling time 
until the time he leaves the farm. Among 
the subjects covered are temperament, 
conformation (along with any corrective 
measures used). medical history, and 
separate appraisals of the potential of each 
yearling by Ebelhardt and Moore. 

Each year, usually in April, about a 
third of the Calumet yearlings are sold to 
a waiting-list of customers. “People make 
money on the yearlings we sell. Some 
people seem to forget that we have sold 
some good ones. too—Alerted., Sunshine 
Nell, Deluxe. Some Chance. Ocean Wave. 
It the last 7 years the horses we've sold 
have earned more than 3 times as much 
as they cost.” said Ebelhardt. 


FEEDING. Ebelhardt feels that hay, 
next to pasture. is the most important part 
of a horse’s diet. and that grain can be 
over-used. He likes alfalfa in moderation, 
usually about 3 times a week. Only other 
hay used is clover, which comprises 70 to 
80 per cent of the total hay ration, Calumet 
buys its oats, which average about 45 
pounds per bushel, and most of its hay, 
but grows 20 acres of alfalfa.

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mare is tied before each feeding, and the 
foal is allowed to eat. By weaning time 
Ebelhardt likes to have a foal eating 4 or 
5 quarts of oats daily. This ration is in- 
creased to a maximum of 10 quarts at 12 
months. Calumet never feeds more than 10 
quarts a day. and if a yearling is getting 
fat his ration is cut. A commercial sweet 
feed is mixed at a ratio of 1 to 6 with 
the weanlings’ grain. and this practice is 
continued until the following spring. After 
warm weather arrives and flies become a 
problem the sweet feed is discontinued. 

For several years Calumet has divided 
the daily weanling and yearling rations 
into 3 feedings instead of 2 because Ebel- 
hardt feels that the younger horses eat 
more and are able to utilize more of the 
food value with 3 feedings. 

The mares remain on a fairly constant 
diet of 6 to 10 quarts. in 2 daily feedings. 
Stallions get a small grain ration—from 
3 to 7 quarts daily. except during the 
breeding season, when the ration is  in- 
Ebelhardt believes — that 
physical condition is extremely important 
in keeping a stallion’s fertility high. and 
that many stallions get too fat if given 
more than 3 or 4 quarts. Bull Lea gets 
only 3 quarts.

that the difficulty with any 
medicine which is used constantly is that 
an immunity is built up by the parasites.” 
Ebelhardt said. “Then the size of the dose 
must be increased to obtain the same 
results. As long as we can control the 
situation by rotating pastures and by 
oceasional doses. I would rather not use 
any medicine constantly.” 


PASTURES. Calumet pastures compare 
favorably with others in the Blue Grass. 
but the farm probably is unique in its 
practice of fertilizing pastures only by 
alternating cattle and horses. “We tried a 
lot of fertilizers. just as we tried feeding 
different supplements.” Ebelhardt said, 
“but we couldn't notice much difference. 
I think regular rest is the most effective 
fertilizer a pasture can have.” 


LABOR. The farm has relatively little 
labor turnover in the top jobs. The primary 
reason. according to Ebelhardt. is that 
every department head worked his way up 
from the bottom of his department. “If a 
man knows that good work will be reward- 
ed with a better job. he will stick with 
vou. 


Regular labor force at the farm is 44, 
including 7 foremen and the office staff. 
headed by Mrs. Margaret Glass, The 7 
departments into which the Calumet opera- 
tion is divided are stallions. broodmares, 


yearlings. cattle. dairy. general farming. 
and maintenance. 


MAINTENANCE. Calumet has a larger 
maintenance force and more equipment, 
including a complete machine shop, than 
most farms of comparable size. The most 
important duty of the maintenance depart- 
ment is the regular checking and servicing 
of all electric, gas. and water installations 
in homes and barns. Other jobs include 
painting. carpentry, and major and minor 
repairs to cars, trucks, and machinery. 

Ebelhardt said the expense of this de- 
partment is saved many times over. “To 
give you a recent example.” he said, “we 
just finished rebuilding one of our large 
trucks. The job would have cost us more 
than $1.000 if it had been done by a 
commercial firm. It cost us a fraction of 
that. and we did it quicker, too.”

“Undesirable Horses” 


Early in its short and highly successful 
history the Breeders’ Sales Company 
established a policy of refusing to sell a 
horse for less than a specified minimum 
price. If the horse failed to bring the 
minimum bid—$100, except for weanlings 
—the registration papers were voided and 
the animal lost its standing as a Thorough- 
bred. 

This measure was fairly effective in dis- 
couraging owners from selling horses at 
prices which hardly covered the expense 
of transportation and selling. But as the 
bloodstock market gained strength there 
were more and more horses to be sold. At 
the 1954 fall sales at Keeneland so many 
consignors “protected” their horses with 
their own bids, and consequently took back 
home so many of the lower-priced offer- 
ings, that the directors of the sales com- 
pany decided some further measure of dis- 
couragement was needed. This week they 
announced that the company’s minimum 
fee for selling a horse by auction would 
be $100, instead of $50, as in the past. 

The company’s commission is 5 per sent. 
Thus, if a horse sells for anything less 
than $2,000, the consignor will be paying 
a fee at a higher rate than normal. If 


he sells one at $500, for instance, the fee 
will be 20 per cent; if at $100, 100 per 
cent. Directors of the company were hope- 
ful that the $100 minimum would be help- 
ful in “curbing the sale of undesirable 
horses.” Announcing the new policy on 
December 1. they issued the following 
statement: 


Officials and consignors of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company have become increasingly alarmed con- 
cerning the present situation of over-production in 
the Thoroughbred industry. This feeling is also 
shared by officials of other sales companies through- 
out the country. 

The year 1954 certainly must be regarded as very 
successful by various sales companies. The Breeders’ 
Sales Company sold 1,593 horses this year with 
gross sales amounting to $6,729,900. Only in the 
post-war boom year of 1946 have gross sales of this 
company been higher. 

The fall sales recently concluded at Keeneland 
strongly evidenced the problem of over-production 
and the resultant shortage of stall space at the 
race tracks. A total of 432 horses sold under $1,000, 
the minimum selling price in regard to the $50 
minimum selling fee then in force. As a means of 
curbing the sale of undesirable horses through the 
auction ring, the board of directors of this organiza- 
tion at a recent meeting voted unanimously to 
double the minimum selling fee, placing the mini- 
mum fee at $100. This policy will be invoked at 
all future sales conducted by the company and is 
designed to eliminate from the auction sales those 
horses which do not have good credentials. 

Although the minimum selling fee will be $100, 
the sales company will continue to charge consignors 
to the fall sales a $50 entry fee. Should a horse 
fail to bring the minimum selling price of $2,000, 
in regard to the minimum commission, the con- 


signor will be billed for the additional $50. No 


entry fees are charged for the company’s summer 
sales. 

At their recent meeting, the directors of the 
company discussed other means of limiting the 
sale of undesirable horses. Committees were appoint- 
ed to discuss the matters in more detail and 
recommend their findings to the directors for 
positive action. Among the proposals to be dis- 
cussed, in committee, are limiting the sale of horses 
from the standpoint of: poor conformation, age and 
production records (broodmares), and the advis- 
ability of accepting foreign-bred, foreign-consigned 
yearlings. 

The present rule which states that a horse must 
bring a minimum of $100 or lose its registration 
papers will not be changed for the present. 


California Auction January 10 


A mixed sale of Thoroughbreds, spon- 
sored by the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association and conducted by 
the Fasig-Tipton Company, will be held 
at Pomona. Calif.. on Monday, January 10, 
1955. Two sessions. morning and night, 
will be held. and catalogues will be 
distributed soon. 


The Champion Plate at the Curragh has 
been run 10 times, and Capt. Darby Rogers 
has saddled 8 of the winners, missing only 
in 1951, when he had no runner, and in 
the 1945 inaugural. His winner this year 
was Northern Gleam, which represented 
Ireland in the Washington, D, C., Inter- 
national.

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Spills Blamed on ‘Sun-Spot 


At Tropical’s Big Opening 


Miami 

Tropical Park. a pretty track in Coral 
Gables, got Miami's racing season off to 
a flying start. President Saul Silberman 
couldn't keep from smiling when the open- 
ing last Saturday drew 15.037. one of the 
largest crowds in the track’s history. It 
surpassed the best day last season and 
was just 1.256 under the all-time record 
set on Thanksgiving Day in 1952. 

The visitors had money. too, They sent 
$808.836 cascading through the machines 
on the 9 events. This compares favorably 
with the $572.886 bet by 10.699 persons 
on Friday’s opening day last year. Net 
proceeds of the opening program were 
turned over to the University of Miami's 
scholarship fund. It will run close to $50.- 
000. just about what it received from the 
same scholarship gimmick last vear. This 
was the first of 3 such scholarship days— 
one by Tropical for Hialeah—to be offered 
during the 43-day meeting at the Gables 
Gulfstream also will have 3. of 
them later in the season. 

It is reported that U. of M. will utilize 
this money for its medical school. a wonder- 
ful thing to be sure. But it is also a well 
known fact the chief beneficiaries from 
these scholarship racing days are foot- 
ball players. Leave us face it: they use 
this money mainly to get bigger and better 
tackles, ends. and guards. 


SPEED AND SPILLS. Excitement ran 
high at the opening. The weather was 
perfect. and there were thrilling finishes. 
even some spills. The Inaugural Handicap. 
for 3-year-olds and up at 515 furlongs. 
was run in 2 divisions. Longshot Heart 
Flash ($31.90). owned by Mrs. D. L. Mae- 
Lachlin. won the first end under Gayle L. 
Smith. and Belair Stud’s favored Game 
Chance ($5.60) took the second under a 
beautiful ride by Ted Atkinson. 

The first section of the Inaugural was 
marred by a 2-horse spill involving Key- 
stone Stable’s Imalright. ridden by the up- 
and-coming Ray Mikkonen. and Duntreath 
Farm’s filly. Pegeen. ridden by the talented 
journeyman Ken Church, Earlier in’ the 
day. Willie Hartack, second to Willie 
Shoemaker for 1954 riding honors. was 
thrown from Battle Over during the fifth 
event. Hartack. who is making his Miami 
debut with a record of 678 winners since 
he had his first winner at Waterford Park 
in October. 1952, was only jolted and rode 
out his remaining mounts of the day. 
Mikkonen, another newcomer here. was 
just as lucky. coming out to ride in the 
ninth race.

sor, Ontario. was less fortunate. The 
youngster, who has a home in Miami 


Springs. was sent to Doctor’s Hospital in 
Coral Gables with a badly bruised chest. 
Hospital officials said there also may be 
some damage to the cartilage in the rib 
area. He'll probably be sidelined for a 
week or so. 

It was a quirk of natuie that caused 
Church and Mikkonen to go down near 
the quarter-pole. At that point a sun-spot 
often causes horses to become temporarily 
blinded. The sun-spot has for years raised 
havoc with horses at Tropical Park. The 
late Mack Garner years ago was the first 
rider to call attention to this menace. 

Hypalong was a victim of the sun-spot in 
the first section of the Inaugural, After 
hitting it he bolted into the rail, and 
Imalright. close behind. ran into him and 
fell with Mikkonen. Church’s mount. 
Pegeen. fell over Imalright. It seemed that 


horses and jockeys were falling all over. 


the place. like clay pigeons in a shooting 
gallery. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. the grand old 
man of the Turf—he’s 80 now and still a 
top man saddling winners—tried for a 
double in the Inaugural. and got one part 
of it. After Hyphasis was beaten  three- 
fourths of a length by the fast-moving 
Heart Flash in the first section. Fitz 
saddled Game Chance for a popular win 
in the other division. Both are owned by 
William Woodward’s Belair Stud. 


From a competitive standpoint. the 
second section was more exciting, for 


Atkinson had to call on all his riding 
magic to get Game Chance’s nose in front 
of Helianthus at the wire. Sammy Boulme- 
tis rede equally well on Helianthus, hav- 
ing headed Game Chance at the sixteenth- 
pole only to lose out when the son of 
Some Chance came on again on the inside 
lane. Passembud. from B. L. Williams’ 
string, was a distant third, 514 lengths 
back of the leaders. Seven others competed. 
Some disappointment was felt when Laff- 
ango. which had been weighted at 128 
pounds for this section of the Inaugural, 
was withdrawn. along with Iswas and Tide- 
water. 

Game Chance. under 116 pounds. earned 
a purse of $7,787.50 and reeled off the 
short spin in a fast 1:0345. only 24-second 
slower than the record set by the fleet filly 
Nance’s Ace in 1944. Heart Flash, with 


108 pounds up. was caught in slower time, 
1:04°5. but he earned more money, $8.- 


087.50. because the field was larger, 
Third was Skipper Bill. high-weighted at 
123 pounds, which was beaten a neck by 
Hyphasis under 120. Hyphasis. handled by 
Atkinson. made a couple of moves at Heart 
Flash. but could not quite make the grade, 
Atkinson interrupted his Miami vaca- 
tion to ride both Belair horses for Fitz 
and Flying Record for Apheim Stable in 
an earlier event. He had a good day. 2 
seconds and a win. He now will go back to 
vacationing here with his family before 
resuming action later in the meeting. 


ABOUT NASHUA. Getting back to 
Mr. Fitzsimmons. who has 25 horses in 
training at Barn A at Hialeah—his winter 
headquarters 1932—the kindly 
veteran reports that Belair’s champion 2- 
year-old. Nashua. will join the string here 
between January 1 and 15. 

“Nashua is now at our farm in Mary- 
land. getting along swell. We will not race 
our filly. High Voltage. here this year. 
Shell winter up the line. Coming with 
Nashua will be the 2-year-old Natasha.” he 
said. 

On the nature of the illness which kept 
Nashua out of the Garden State Stakes, 
Fitz had this to say: 

“Nashua had a slight colic, which lasted 
a couple of days.

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Spendthrift’ s New $40,000 Mill 


Takes Guessing Out of Feeding 


by Warren Schweder 


Roughly 2 years ago Leslie Combs I 
called in his farm superintendent, Sidney 
Leathers, and told him to build Spend- 
thrift Farm a mechanical feed mill. 

“What do you have in mind?” said 
Leathers, who had never seen such a thing. 

“T don’t have anything in mind. That's 
your job,” said Combs. 

Leathers began writing letters to com- 
mercial mills and equipment manufactur- 
ers throughout the country. To the little 
advice he got he added some of his own 
ideas, and in a few months he had ready 
for the boss a rough set of plans and 
specifications. 

“Will it work?” said Combs. “Then go 
ahead and build it.” 

With no model to follow and nothing but 
intuition and 8 years of practical agricul- 
tural experience to guide him, Leathers 
set out to build his mill. As his plans took 
shape he encountered special problems: 
Where could he buy his mixing machine? 
The hammer mill? How was the best way 
to anchor a heavy. vibrating oats crusher? 


How large would a_ particular electric 
motor have to be? Where was the best 


place to buy the hundreds of feet of special 
pipe and tubing he needed? How must a 
barn be built to withstand the pressures 
and strains of several tons of heavy equip- 
ment and the heavy weight of stored grain?

A contractor put up the skeleton of the 


barn, then Leathers began putting his 
pieces together, He moved deliberately. 


discarding an old idea here and _ there. 
adopting a new one in its place. In 8 
months from September, 1953, to April. 
1954, he managed to get the bulk of his 
work done. In late sumer the first feed 
went through the mill. 


The purpose of the mill was to eliminate 

far as possible error, waste, and care- 
lessness in preparing feed. The feed would 
be ground properly. it would be of assured 
freshness. it would be of known quality. 
and the quantity and consistency would be 
the same at all times. All the feed on the 
farm could be stored in one place, mixed 
there in exact proportions, and distributed 
from there as needed. Complete, accurate 
records could be kept on the whole feed- 
ing operation, 

The Spendthrift mill is in 2 parts— 
storage and milling. Overhead are 5 bins 
for the storage of grain—2 for 6.000 
bushels of oats, 2 for 4.000 bushels of corn. 
one for 1,000 bushels of barley—and others 
for supplements and commercial prepara- 
tions, 


On the ground level are the grinding 
and milling processes: 
An oats roller which rolls 95 bushels 
an hour. 


In mixing 


sweet feed this is blown up the pipe at left to a second-floor mixer, where it is 
combined with molasses from the black tank in the background. To the right 
of the tank is a mixer for dry feeds, and behind it a 95-bushel oats roller. 


2. An auger-ty pe mixer which can mix 
a ~~. - dry feed in 10 minutes. 

A hammer mill, powered by a_50- 
horsepower electric motor, which can be 
used for grinding hay as well as grain 
and ear corn, 

In the floor of the mill is a bucket-type 
conveyor, or elevator, whose 3-horsepower 
motor will lift 50 bushels of grain to the 
storage bins in 10 minutes. Here’s how the 
storage operation works: 

A flat-bed truck, arriving with a load of 
grain. is backed into a position where grain 
dumped from the back of the truck will 
fall into the boot of the elevator. The tail 
gate of the truck has a_ lever-operated 
door which can be regulated to control the 
flow of grain into the boot. 


As the buckets on the conveyor cross 
under the floor, they scoop up the grain 
and carry it up 40 feet to an elevator head, 
where it is dumped into a hopper. The 
hopper has a swivel spout which may be 
rotated through 360 degrees, allowing grain 
to drop into any one of the bins. As the 
grain slides down the spout, it crosses a 
magnet which removes any tramp metal 
which might have strayed into the grain. 

Say Leathers wants to mix a dry feed: 

He opens the valve on an 8-inch tube 
which drains from the bottom of the oats 
bin to a 500-bushel feeder bin on top of 
the oats crusher. A flick of a switch allows 
the oats to enter the crusher. 

The crusher is mounted on a steel plat- 
form, supported at each corner by 4-inch 
steel well casings and anchored to the con- 
crete floor. Beneath the crusher is a col- 
lector bin. After the oats leave the crusher 
they drop into the bin, which empties into 
a 3-wheeled steel cart. The cart is weighed, 
then tilted by a chain hoist to the mouth of 
the mixer. The oats are sucked into the 
mixer, saixed with other grains, and 10 
minutes later are ready for distribution. 

The way the operation is set up now, 
all dry feeds are bagged after mixing, but 
Leathers plans to avoid this process by 
emptying the mixer into an auger elevator 
which will push the grain directly into a 
truck. The elevator, he says, will be run 
by the power takeoff that drives the 
hydraulic pump on the truck. 

Here is the process for mixing a sweet 
feed: 

Weighed quantities of oats, whole corn, 
barley. hay. and supplements are fed into 
the hammer mill. At the crushing end of 
the mill is a large blower which sends 
crushed feed to molasses-blending 
machine near the roof. Molasses from a 
3.000-pound. water-heated storage tank. 
which stands behind the hammer mill. are 
pressured through gauges to measure the 
volume in pounds, then into the blending 
tank where the sweet feed is mixed. From 
the blender the feed can be funneled into 
a storage bin or dropped into a truck for 
immediate delivery. 

Leathers’ office is in the mill, and here

He also has 
at his fingertips a master control panel for 
all electrical equipment. 

The mill cost $40.000 to build. and 
Combs feels it will pay for itself in a few 
years in efficiency. economy, and_better- 
conditioned horses. 

“Look at it this way.” said Leathers. 
“The way we are set up now we know 
that the horses are getting exactly what 
we think they should have. The way it was 
before we had to depend pretty much on 
the men to prepare the feed we wanted. A 
man was supposed to mix a little corn in 
the feed for one barn. but he was out of 
corn, and it was a long way to the store- 
room. You think he’d go and get the corn? 
Or would he promise himself to do it be- 
fore he fed the mares the next time?”

DR. GADD’S SURGERY 


The Thoroughbred Club of America. at 
its dinner meeting at the Lafayette Hotel, 
Lexington, on the evening of November 23, 
provided a large audience, with numerous 
veterinarians included, for Dr, John W. 
Gadd, of Cockeysville. Md., who showed 
motion pictures of several equine opera- 
tions and commented on the procedures. 

The excellent films, all in color, had 
been made by Mrs. Gadd while her 
husband operated. The series included 
repair of a lateral tear in the vagina, 
perineorryphy (deep suturing for cases 
in which the normal suturing operation 
is ineffective). rectal-vaginal fistula, splint 
injuries. umbilical hernia (closing fascia 
to strengthen abdominal wail). and the 
“cribbing operation.” 

Dr. Gadd answered veterinarians’ ques- 
tions. and in the course of one discussion 
remarked that the firing iron in the next 
few years would be partly displaced by 
other procedures, such as immobilization 
in bandages. He commented on the “re- 
markable advances in veterinary medicine” 
in the central Kentucky area. and described 
Dr. E. W. Thomas’ setup for X-ray photo- 
graphy as “the best I've seen in_ this 
country.” 

Dr. Morris Scherago, head of the Depart- 
ment of Bacteriology at the University of 
Kentucky. will be the speaker at the 
Thoroughbred Club’s meeting at noon 
December 4. He will discuss the swamp 
fever epizootic in Mexico.

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Two Legal Skirmishes 

Oral arguments were heard by the Ohio 
Supreme Court on November 22 in the 
latest legal skirmish over horse racing in 
Ohio. After several setbacks in the lower 
court. an brought) by Charles 
Masterson, Cleveland real estate man. may 


action 


soon be decided on its merits. 

Masterson sought to establish in Com- 
mon Pleas Court that racing was un- 
constitutional under the “lottery clause” 
and that racing on the same days at the 
Grandview harness track and the Cran- 
wood running track. both in Cleveland 
suburbs. was contrary to provisions of 
the Ohio Horse Racing Act. 

The Ohio Constitution says that “lotteries 
and the sale of lottery tickets, for any 
purpose whatsoever. shall forever be 
prohibited in this State.” The Ohio horse 
racing law adds: “Nor shall any permit be 
granted. . . so as to permit horse racing 
on the same date or dates at more than one 
track in one county or on tracks within 30 
miles of each other. . .” 

Masterson did not get the injunction. 
nor did his quest for a writ of prohibition 
in the District Court of Appeals fare any 
better. Upon the demurrer of the State’s 
attorney general, the courts ruled favor- 
ably. Though a taxpayer, Masterson was 


not an injured taxpayer. said the courts. 
which agreed he had no legal capacity to 
sue. 

The Grandview harness track is the old 
Bainbridge running track substantially re- 
furbished. It is at Geauga Lake and is 
within 30 miles of all other Cleveland 
district tracks. In the first granting of 
dates to Grandview. the Ohio Racing 
Commission reversed precedent of 20 years 
and decided that there were 2 “dates” in 
a racing day and that a night harness date 
did not conflict with a day running date. 

In another legal hassle. the Ohio State 
Racing Commission awaits the decision of 
the Court of Appeals before it can act on 
the case of Henry Green, of Shaker 
Heights. Ohio. He was cited to appear be- 
fore the commission to show why he should 
not be ruled off for denying access to the 
records to one of the commission’s  in- 
spectors of pari-mutuels. 

Attorneys for Green sought a writ of 
abatement before the appellate court on 
the ground that nowhere in the Ohio Horse 
Racing Act was there authority to fine or 
suspend a man. let alone rule him off. The 
briefs of both sides are in the hopper here.
